When a man in authority, clothed with. 
‘jndivial functions, disregards the laws made 
an 1 provided for his guidance, and, violating 
allideas of ight and justice, avowedly re- 
| gulates lis decisions to further a certain ‘policy 
lof the State, under what category will history 
place kim? » The reply is—the same as that 
in which Jndge Jeffries is‘placed. 

In the arguments we ventured on . yester- 
day. we claim te have proved that inithe do- 
cision of Messrs. Fohnson’s case, Sir. Frederic 
Bruce totally disregarded the laws expressly 
made aud provided’ nnder the circumstances 
detailod—and wo think wo showed: that in 
confirming the seizure and confiscation of the 
geods; he violated all ideas of right and jus- 
tice.
